THE Icgiflative  powers  in  every  (late,  extcnfivc In 
its  dominions,  or  influenced  by  commercial  con- 
nexions, have  foand  it  neccflary  to  cftablifti  varioui' 
Uws,  for  the  prcfcrvation  of  order  in  the  ftate,  and' 
for  ihc  proteftion  and  encouragement  of  trade  j  hut 
ic  is  a  peculiar  advantage  adherent  to  this  country; 
that  the  laws  relative  to  the  rights,  liberties,  property,' 
or  commerce  of  the  fubjcds,  do  no^owe  their  crea- 
tion,* or  continuance,  to  dcfpotic  power  :  the  wifdom 
of  our  anccftors  has  cftablifhcd  every  precaukion^  that 
can  poflibly  tend  to  prevent  the  errors  and  perplcxi-. 
ties,  wlucTi  might  originate  from  too  precipitate  a  dc-. 
termination,  on   the  propriety  of  forming  new  laws,, 
abrogating  old  ones,  or  innovating  fuch  as  h^ivc  been 
deemed  falutary ;  for  no  aft  can  pafs  ii\to  a  law,  or 
be  amended,  fufp<;ndcd,  difpenfcd  with,  pr  repealed,, 
until  it  hath  been  rpaturely  confidpred,  ^and  receiv- 
ed the  concurrent  aflent  of  the  three  gjTeat  Icgiflative. 
bodies,.,  the  King,  Lords,  and  Commons.  ^  :

But,  from  the  .imperceptible  operation  of  time  up- 
on men  and  manners,  various  .altei;^tlQns  muft  arife^, 
and  the  wholcfomc  regulations  of  our  fcrtfathcrs>  be- 
come obfolcte,  and  apparently  abfUrcf,  la  many  in- 
ftances.

The  prefcnt  ftate  qI^  Qur  feature  law,  exemplifies 
the  truth  of  this  |j0JiiQjn>^  aod  marks  tKe  progrcilivc 
re£n^n:cnt   and  variation   of    fucceedin^   ages,    in 
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rtCpeSt  to  matters  of  legiflation,  in  the  moft  forcible 
manner;  for  it  requires  more  than  ordinary  difcrimi- 
nation^  to  judge  with  precifion^  on  the  force  and 
exiftc!occ[  of  a  oiuttipljcity  pf  a£fe,  the  fybjcfl!  matter 
whereof  relates  either  to  legal  titles  now  neglefted ^  or 
extindt^  or  to  provifions,  which  m,uft  ftand  virtually, 
though  not  exprcfsly  repe^ed,  from  the  nunierous 
reo;ulatiojas  which  have  been  fubfequently  madc> 
cither  by  rerena£ting  the  old  ads,  or  incorporating 
the  claufes  thereof,  in  a£ts  of  a  more  modern  period,^ 
without  noticing  the  laws^  exifting  with  fimilar  efiect^ 
on  the  fame  fubjefti. 

To  extricate  this  cxtenfive  code  of  pofitive  laws' 
fl-om  it's  pref^ht  crude  and  indigefted  ilate,  and  to 
facilitate  the  attainment  of  a  general  knowledge  of 
the  public  zSts  of  parliament  now  in  force;  is 
the  intention  of  the  following  work.  And  as  no 
man,  let  his  rank,  employment,  or  fituation  in  life, 
be  ever  fo  elevated,  confequential,  or  infignificant, 
can  aiiferf  that  he  is  in  no  degree  aIF<i£led  by  the  di* 
redions  6r  reftridions  of  the '  legillature,  or  alledge 
ih  extentiatlotl  of  any  non-obfcrvancc,  or  infririgc- 
^  ment  of  the  laW,  an  ignorance  of  the  a£b  againd 
which  he  has  off(^nded;  it  Materially  concern^  him,' 
to  acquire  that  knowledge  which  will  preferve,  and 
pfoteft  him  froiti  the  many  difficulties  to  which  lie 
is  expofed,  and  rtAay  inadvertciitly  be  involved  in^ 
from  his  deficiency  In  point  of  legaT  knowledge.

The  mode  which  the  Editor  has  obfervcd  in  digeft- 
kig  the  purport  of  the  ftatutes,.  is  that  of  alphabetical 
order,  whereby  the  whole  ikw,  6n  Wrty  fpecifiefubjgft, 
is  placed  in  one  colleaSve  vi'eW.*  'But  as  fbme  heads 


include* 
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include  a  variety  of  afts  upon  different  fubjefts,  it 
has  been  deemed  expcdicrirj  in  feveral  inftances,  to 
form  the  general  title,  into  proper  fub-divifions— the 
laws  affcfting  the  metropolis,  and  the  duties  of  excife 
and  damps,  are  examples  of  this  mode  of  illuftration. 

From  the  fyftem  obferved  in  the  execution  of  the 
principal  work,  an  Index  may  to  fome  perfons  appear 
unnccefiary ;  but  as  feveral  ads  which  are  abridged 
under  one  title,  may  have  allufion,  or  bear  reference 
to  a  fubjeft  foreign  to  that  under  elucidation,  the 
Editor  has  fubjoined  a  very  accurate  and  compleat 
repertory  to  the  whole,  fo  that  if  a  particular  aft  can* 
not  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  work,  under  the  title 
in  which  it  is  fought  for,  the  reader  may,  by  recurring 
to  the  Index,  be  immediately  fatisfied  in  what  part  of 
the  work,  and  under  what  title,  it  is  abridged. 

Every  public  aft  of  parliament  is  noticed  under 
the  proper  head,  and  the  fubftance  and  effeft  of  every 
material  claufe  carefully  collefted  and  preferved  :  but 
when  the  Editor  mentions  that  he  has  attended  to 
every  public  act,  he  defires  it  to  be  underftood,  that 
he  confines  himfelf  to  fuch  afts  only,  as  are  of  aftual 
importance  and  concern,  and  does  not  include  thofcj 
which,  from  their  local  or  perfonal  application,  mud 
be  private,  though  marked  with  publicity  by  the 
authoritative  fiat  of  the  legiflature. 

The  Editor  having  now  explained  the  nature  of  the 
work.  It  remains  with  the  public  to  determine,  whe- 
ther his  efforts,  in  the  execution  of  fo  arduous  a  defign, 
have  been  fuccefsful  or  not  j  for  he  himfelf  will  neither 
amplify  the  excellence  and  utility  of  the  work,  nor 
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detra6b  from  the  merit  of  his  labours  i  •  bjr  indulging 
too  much*  diiSdcnce  as  to  his  accuracy.     But  if  any 
errors,  which  he  has  ftuclioufly  endeavoured  to  avoid, 
ihould  have  intruded  themfelves  into  the  prefcnt  edi- 
tion^   he  relies  upon  the  candour  of  an  impartial 
public,  to  make  all  due  allowances  in  refpedl  thereof: 
^aiid  when  it  comes  to  be  confidered,  that  the  Statutes 
.at  large  are  not  comprized  in  iefs  than  thirty-five
